Town Manager Sterling Morris cannot be present. He 
has some military duty which he must perform, that 
evening. 

Of the other boards, no definite responses are known 
of at this writing. The Wilmington Planning Board felt, 
Tuesday night, that two of its members could attend, and 
it was prepared to offer more school sites, for the con- 
sideration of the School Committee.

please contact Raffi & Swanson. 
Immediate action, they said, 
would be forthcoming. 

‘Then, came Tuesday morning, 
‘The Boston Globe listed the Pol- 
luters, and there was the name 
of Raffi & Swanson. 

Mr, Swanson got on the phone, 
to the Army Corps of Engineers. 
He talked, he says, with a Major 
Cook. in Waltham. According to 
Swanson, the Major sald he had 
put Raffi & Swanson on the list 
because they had not filed a per- 
mit, 

‘The major added that he would 
visit the plant the first of next 
week, and have a look for himself, 

Until that time, presumably, 
for a small amount of clear water 
Raffi & Swanson will be on the 
list of “water polluters" of New 
England, 


In June of 1971 Raffi & Swanson 
noted that there was talk about 
enforcing an old Refuse Act, 
dating back to the 1890's and 
wrote a letter to the U.S, Army 
Corps of Engineers, requesting 
a copy, so that the firm could be 
fully advised of the act. 

‘On August 16th the Army Corps 
of Engineers wrote a letter ask- 
ing if Raffi & Swanson was going 
to file, for the permit requested. 

Ralph Swanson wrote back and 


was uncontaminated, and had been 
subjected to very little increase 
in temperature. 

The refuse act clearly states 
that a permit is not required 
under these conditions.
